Jesse  men- 
tions a  toad  which  had  been  con- 
fined in  a  flower-pot  twenty  years,  at 
the  expiration  of  which  time  it  was 
found  alive  and  healthy,  "  Whenever 
the  animals  (toad  and  frog)  were  en- 
closed in  substances  which  admitted 
communication  with  the  air," 
says  Timbs  In  his  Curiosities  of  Natu- 
ral History,  "  they  died  In  few  months; 
whenever  there  was  a  communication, 
however  slight  with  the  air,  they 
lived,  and  what  Is  more  Increased 
weight,  showing  that  insects  mi 
have  been  admitted  through  porous 
material."
